Flood Causes Train Service to be

west bound Pennsylvania flyer passed j 
through here today seventeen minutes ' 
late, but tho train was running at sched- 
ule at Plymouth. The 131 miles from 
Crestline to Fort Wayne were run in 115 
minutes. The fastest 
time was made 


near Ada, Ohio, whore three miles were 
covered in 85 seconds, or at the rate of 
a mile in 28'/a seconds, breaking all the 
world's records. This is at the rate of 
127.3 miles an hour. 


CHICAGO, June 12.—On its initial run 


from New York, tho Pennsylvania rail- 
road's eighteen hour flyer, the fastest 
long distance train in the world, arrived 
in this city at 8:52 o'clock this morning, 
three minutes ahead of schedule time. 
In order to accomplish this feat, extra- 
ordinary achievements in the way of fast 
running were necessary. After leaving 
Pittsburg the tender of the big Atlantic 
typo engine which had been attached at 
that oity for the run to Crestline, Ohio, 
developed fl. hot box about 20 miles east 
of Manf-ficM, Ohio.' Tho engineer stop- 
pod his train and fifteen minutes were 
lost in futile effort to cool the. trouble- 
some axle. Finally a freight engine was 
attached and the 
train • limped into 


Crestline. Here the regular engine was' 
in waiting, and when the "flyer" left 
that latter place it was 26 minutes late. 
The run-to Fort Wayne, 131 miles away, 
was made in^lW/n minutes, an average 
of 
OS C-10 milc.i an'hour. When 
the 


train pulled out of Fort Wayne for the 
last Inp of the long journey it was only 


time having been hade 


reeled off in from. 44 to 


60 seconds and an average speed of a 
mile n minute - was easily maintained 
over long stretches of-track. 


SIXTEEN HOURS NOW THE TALK. 
President ;Undenvood of the Erie rail- 


road was a passenger. Ho explained 
that there was . no. .especial significance 
nttache'u to his making, the journey to 
Chicago on the first run-,of 
the.new 


train. He said he had an engagement 
here at 9 o'clock this morning and he 
took advantage of the facilities offered 
by tho Pennsylvania' to keep .his' ap- 
pointment. He spoke in.high praise of 
the train and its appointments and com-, 
pliraented the train crews on their splen- 
did work. 


Already the Pennsylvania railroad of- 


ficials are discussing the possibility of 
reducing the running time between Chi- 
cago and New York to si.x-.een _ hours 
and it is pot improbable that such a 
schedule may be attempted in the near 
future.

BEATS SCHEDULE TEiIE. 


NEW YORK, June 12—The first.-east 


bound train of tho Pennsylvania new 
eighteen hour, between New York and 
Chicago, arrived in Jersey City at 9:22 
a. m. today, three minutes ahead, of 
schedule time. 


The running'time of the train from 


Chicago to Jersey City was 17 hours and 
37 minutes. The engineer of the train 
said on' arriving, that a short distance 
east of Hobart, Indv the train covered a 
mile in thirty-five seconds. 


NEW YORK, June 12,—Train service 


in. the subway was suspended through- 
out the night as a result of the flood 
from a 48 inch water main Sunday after- 
noon. The flow of water continued ..un- 
interrupted four and one-half hours, 
while subalterns of-the .city .water de- 
partment wandered about in the. vicin- 
ity of Park avenue and Forty-first street 
turning off one gate after another in a 
futile -search for 'the .proper shutoft to 
stop the destructive flood. ' Officials of 
the subway frantically telephoned in all 
directions, but say they failed to find 
anyone in authority with tho requisite 
knowledge of the mains. The damage 
was finally checked, through information 
furnished by a private citizen employed 
by a contracting firm. .It is estimated 
that1 tho loss to the subway alone wilt be 
$100,000.

near the flood when the power failed had 
a terrifying experience.- 'AH the .lights 
were suddenly extinguished, following 'a 
aeries of loud-explosions. Men, women- 
and children who filled the cars were 
thrown into a panic of dread as the tun- 
nel suddenly became' intensely darb- 
Thero was a rush for the doors.-. .when 
water began to spray through the;open, 
windows, .but the 
guards- neld' -. .their, 


ground and closed the windows.. 'The 
temperature quickly became stifling .and 
•finally the.-guards:were. unceremomou$ly 
pushed aside while the passenger's plung- 
ed into the water and made their woy.;to, 
the nearest stations, groping along-'the 
walls in order to avoid the third rail cur- 
rent.

FOKT DE FRANCE, June 12.—Somo 


dense clouds of smoke have been dis- 
charged -from Mount Pelee 
and have 


slowly fallen over tho White River val- 
ley -afterwards disappearing on arrival 
at tho sea coast. Sharp luminous flash- 
es have been perceived at the dome of 
tho mountain and a fairly strong burst 
of flame was seen June 3 between 1:40 
and 2-10 p. m. On that occasion a very 
thick cloud of smoke almost descended 
to tho sea and the cinders thrown up ex- 
tended over tho village of La Prechcur, 
which is on the extreme line forming the 
limit of the territory devastated during 
tho terrible outbreak of May, 1902, (re- 
sulting in the loss of about forty thou- 
Bttiid lives) and then swept seaward and 
disappeared. 


After this the volcano again became 


calm and remained so until tho night of 
Juno 10 and 11, during which the dome 
was illuminated by numerous luminous 
points. The collapse of part of 
the 


dome occurred yesterday morning at six 
o'clock 
Tt was accompanied by an out- 


flow of mud into the White river valley 
At 11:30 a. m. the same morning a dense 
cloud of smoke slowly arose from the 
orator towards La. Preeheur where the 
amoke was dissipated. Since then the 
volcano has remained calm.

York hotel oh Saturday and it is suspect- 
ed that-some.one who witnessed the in- 
cident followed the man on board the 
boat and then committed the robbery. 
Shortly after Mr. Comstoek bad reached 
this city he .received a telephone message 
from New'York telling him.that he could 
regain the lost property by paying a sui- 
table amount'of cash.

FRENCH ARE DUBIOUS.

GOLL SAYS NOT GUILTY. • •

The 
counts contained jn 'the.Bigelow indict- 
ment are practically repeated in Golfs 
case with the exception that Goll in each 
instance is accused with aiding and abet- 
ting the former bank president by mak- 
.ing false entries. 


OBTAINS $20,000 BAIL. 


Goll's attorneys pleaded for a continu- 


ation of the old bail which was S10.000. 
Judge Quarles said the crime charged 
against the former assistant cashier was 
a more serious one and be believed the 
court could be justly criticised in allow- 
ing the bond' to stand at S10;000. He 
therefore increased the amount to S20,- 
000 and Goll was turned over to the cus- 
tody 'of tho United States marshal until 
tne amount is furnished. 


The ease will probably not .come up 


for trial until the October term. 


Goll later furnished the amount of bail 


required and was liberated.

AUTO ORDINANCE VOID 


State Law on Subject Nullifies 


Any Statute of City. 


All,Machines. Must be Numbered—Max- 


imum Speed in Cities 12 Mites, 


Country/as Miles.. 


All ordinances and other 
measures 


passed by the city cour.cil relative to li 
censing and numbering automobiles and 
motor cycles, also regulating. the speed 
of the same-.upon the highways of Ra- 
cine, are null, void and inoperative. Thh 
important information was imparted by 
City Attorney M. E. Walker.who lias 
just returned from Madison,, where he 
has been looking/after a number of bills 
pending before the' legislature, of inter- 
est to the people of the Belle City.. This 
being a fnct all controversy existing be- 
tween the owners of machines.and city 
officials is at an end. 


CONTENTS OF AUTO BILE. 


The reasqn that the city of Racine is 


cut out from regulating these vehicles is 
because the automobile bill has been pass- 
ed by the legislature and become a law. 
According to the .measure the sta-te of 
Wisconsin will register the name of 
every owner of machines, and give a 
number upon the payment of $1. This 
number shall be of three inch Arabic 
numerals, followed by the letter W. 
Every manufacturer instead of register- 
ing aiay apply fo^a distinguishing num- 
ber or mark which may be issued in 
quadruple and he shall be charged $5.00 
for the number. This applies to all ma- 
chines except used for private purpose. 


REGARDING THE SPEED. 


The law provides that the speed shall 


not exceed 12 miles in the corporate lim- 
its -of a city or village- and- 26 miles an 
hour • outside -the limits. They ; must 
slow up at sharp declines or curves and 
they shall 'always observe the rules of 
thte-TOad.. If a signal-is given-by the 
putting up of the hand or other sign of 
distress by a person riding or driving a 
horse that appears frightened, the oper- 
ator 'of autos shall stop all motor pow- 
er'and no machine shall be left-unattend- 
ed on a highway with engine running. No 
person shall give the signal of distress 
without reasonable cause. 


SHALL HAVE LIGHTS. 


From one hour after sunset until one 


hour before sunrise, 
every automobile 


shall have at least one light and be pro- 
vided with brakes and a bell, horn or 
other signal device. This law does not 
apply to non-residents and all cities in 
the state are prohibited from adopting 
any additional regulations or local regis- 
tration. 


THE PENALTY. 
• 


The penalty for violation of the provis- 


ions of this law is a fine of not more 
than $25 and not less than $10, for 
everything except refusing to stop when 
signaled and for that offense the fine is 
not leas than $10 nor more than $50. 
The law goes into effect on July 1, 1905.

On his return home he turned his atten- 
tion to tho,.drug business, and in six 
years bought out his partner. Later in 
years he 'took'into partnership his sons, 
'Colonel Walter Stone and Horace-Stone, 
and the store'on 'Sixth street was a land 
mark' for nearly half a century.

iur factories are beginning'to exert upon 
:orcigner9. It is true that the .immi- 
grants are producers as well as consum- 
ers, but it is well to bear constantly in 
uind that our manufactories -arc r'arely 
worked to their full capacity, and thafrif 
the domestic consumption: should decline 
through failure of the population to in- 
crease normally, or from exclusion pre- 
cautions, the incvitablo result would be 
;o stimulate the forcing-out process. The 
'xtcnt to which that could be carried in 
that event would 'depend largely, upon 
the ability of foreigners to receive. But 
that we could, and probably would, sup- 
ply them on a crescendo scnlo if immigra- 
tion fell off greatly is limply demonstrat- 
ed by tho above figures and by the fact 
that we experienced no difficulty in en- 
larging our factory production at the 
rate 'of $500,084,228 annually during the 
decade 1800-11)00. 


OUR ENORMOUS FORTUNES, 


Socialism or no socialism the great 


majority 
of citizens realize the mon- 


strous accumulation .of wealth by a. few 
of their number, is but to the-serious 
danpor of the peace.and the comfort:of 
humanity. The average fortune that 
can be gathered'through-honest compe- 
tition, through honest avocations, not 
through the manipulation of the very 
moans the law itself has given,' stock 
operations and.securing vast ownerships 
through the processes now so well under- 
stood, but through legitimate use of 
brains and efficient management is an- 
other matter. 
These fortunes could nev- 


er by 'nny imaginable processes accumu- 
late as have a score of men accumulated 
gigantic fortunes of millions upon mil- 
lions. Even allowing for the opportun- 
ities afforded by rise in value of real es- 
tate, yet, ,-even the Astor fortunes so 
gained, are a mere nothing when com- 
pared with the tremendous store of dol- 
lars gathered through the advantages 
afforded by use of the rapacious freight 
rebate, the preferential, and the knifing 
of legitimate competition by the means, 
flagrantly dishonest, of 
forcibly 
sup- 


pressing and driving out of the market 
by underselling. 


Not only through these means,' but 


through 
the 
shrewd manipulating of 


stocks, the creation of law the corpora- 
tion, whose properties are represented 
by stock issues, have been a very potent 
means by which men have ruined others, 
and have bought vast properties with 
the very property they have pretended 
to buy. 


There were some millionaires a matter 


of thirty or so years ago, and in the na- 
ture of things, there would be more to: 
day, but these modest millionaires are 
the. veriest nothing, when-they are com- 
pured with the men grouped in clusters 
of half-dozens and who today practical- 
ly own the controlling interests' of our 
railroads and other forms of corporate 
property. These fortunes are not count- 
ed by the mere million, but by tens and 
twenties of millions. There are so many 
of them, that men die with gigantic for- 
tunes exceeding fifty millions, as did a 
Pitt-sburg oil king the other day, worth 
$125.000,000, a side partner in the Stand- 
ard 
group, and the public had never 


hoard of him, as the word public is used. 
A news paragraph in the Chicago Chron- 
icle the other day i« terse in its appli- 
cation. It is to the infect that "a Wall 
street banker, who is said to be the head 
of one of the largest financial institu- 
tions of New York, is credited with the 
statement that the fortune of John D. 
Rockefeller will in a few years amount 
to $1,000,000,000. There are many esti- 
mates current of 
Mr. Rockefeller's 


wealth, estimates ranging all the way 
from $400,000,000 to $800,000,000, but the 
Wilt street authority adds that aJl esti- 
mates of the Rockefeller fortune have 
been too low. Years ago, Mr. Gladstone 
was one of the guests at a dinner in 
England where the oldest member of the 
Vanderbilt' family .was also present. 
Somebody -whispered to the English pro 
niier that the rich American had $100, 
000,000, and Mr. Gladstone commented, 
after looking curiously at' Mr. Vander- 
bilt: 'Then I should say .that.he consti- 
tutes a peril to the American republic.'' 


Socialism or no socialism, can any cit 


izon but question the grave dangers now 
threatening the Republic. It is openly 
asserted such is the tremendous influ- 
ence exerted that many United States 
senators dare not go against their will. 
It is asserted that no such measure as 
ought to be produced can get through 
congress, there must be loopholes afford- 
ed. This is not a question of dividing 
up wealth, of property, but a question 
as to whether or not the American peo- 
ple arc to permit the means, to continue 
as they do everywhere, of accumulating 
millions upon millions, not through fail 
competition, not through fair earnings 
even-of capital, but through the dark 
process familiarly known to men ,who 
profit by them and by men..who knowing 
seek them out. The same old question 
may again be asked. Which is the most 
value to, a community, fifty- men worth 


modest fortunes, say under half a million 
apiece, or two men, worth the fifty m'il- 
•lions. Which is'worth most to a coun- 
try, ten fortunes, the lowest of which is 
$125,000,000 and combined, exceeding $2,- 
500,000,000, or this divided among 2,500 
individuals, even "let us'say 1,500 men? 


REGULATE IN PEOPLES' ISTEREST. 


There should be no difficulty in giving

would-be competitors. Another set of 
people, also nicely incorporated, have 
managed in the. getting up of our tariffs 
to have certain schedules so fixed as to 
rates, as to give them great advantages, 
one of these being at prices much below 
that they charge at home. 


Perhap's one singular feature is these, 


same corporations who have things fixed 
by tariff drawbacks, by favored sched- 
ules, by the 
kindly manipulations of 


things actually in our government itself 
through some men representing corpor- 
ate interests and syndicated interests and 
the trust interests, yet manage to tax 
certain other commanding corporations 
for certain lines of needed supplies sueh 
as steel rails at a very considerable per- 
centage higher than these same people 
sell steel rails to Europeans, some ac- 
counts state a difference in favor of Eu- 
rope an high as seven to eight dollars a 
ton. 
Other .systems when desirous of 


taking advantage of our 'kindly tariff 
drawback arrangement are enabled to 
Compel other American corporations to 
come down in their price if they desire to 
compete-with a system-which is so ar- 
ranged that if raw material is.imported in 
any quantity, ond filled or packed with 
home manufactures or products may be, 
exported abroad, and 
ninety-nine 
per 


cent of the duty repaid by the govern- 
ment. 
To secure, however, this privil- 


ege of competing against 
Europe 
the 


concerns are necessitated to induce their 
workmen to consent to a temporary re- 
duction of wage; during the time re- 
quired to fill the contract. It seems our 
great trusts nnd corporative 
interests 


have things well fixed coining nnd going, 
but it is a wise congressman and sena- 
tor who falls in with the valuable admo- 
nitions of President Roosevelt and Com- 
missioner Garfleld as regards giving our 
interstate commerce commission needed 
power to compel the discontinuance of 
freight rebates and discriminations nnd 
another set of associated interests who 
absolutely control nnd fix the prices of 
first the raw products they use, as live 
stock, and then ngain the price which 
the consumer shall pay. 
But 
perhaps 


one potent weapon exercised by the trade 
lombinntions is that of so fixing prices in 
any desired localities as to 
generally 


freeze out any undesirable competition. 


There wan a bill introduced in the sen- 


ate in the last 
session 
by 
Senator 


Qunrles which would have prevented this, 
but it was suffocated. In all thip, in the 
rectifications of existing evils, of wrongs 
inflicted upon the groat public and in the, 
strong de>ire for revision of the tariff, 
there is no thought of catering to the 
Socialists, to the" Social Democrats'or to 
the element always looking for trouble 
and making trouble. • The American peo- 
ple has been taken advantage of b}' the 
very potent methods it has itself con- 
ferred 
in various ways, by rights of 


eminent domain, by corporative powers, 
by non regulation of rates which public 
service corporations shall charge, by 
non-requirement of necessary restrictions 
in their charters and ordinances, by over 
valuations and stock manipulations, and 
if reason and sanity is to maintain its 
hold with the people, it Is necessary 
those whom the people elect to govern 
them by council, by legislature and by 
congress, and in the judiciary, shall take 
the most serious heed. Let sanity and 
reason control, correct, rather than ir- 
responsibility, and insanity and festering 
anarchy.

THAT PROFESSOR AGAIN, 


Professor Loeb again comes to 
the 


front with additional proof, he declares, 
that he can successfully follow nature 
in the creation of sea life. His conten- 
tion is that the eggs of the sea urchin 
con bo fertilized by hia process of treat- 
ing the eggs "with a solution of fatty 
aeid-neetie, propionio, butyric, or valeri- 
anic, mixed with fifty centigrams of sea 
water. The eggs remain in this solution 
for from pne-half to one and 
a half 


minutes. 


"When transferrei back to sea water 


they form a membrane which cann.pt 
be distinguished from that of fertiliza- 
tion. The eggs remain in normal sea 
water for five or ten minutes and are 
then put in a mixture of sea water and 
a salt solution for from twenty to fifty 
minutes. When taken out and placed 
in normal sea water again the formation 
of micromercs occurs as in normally fer- 
tilized eggs, and the rate of segmenta- 
tion and development is precisely the 
same. . 


"The blastula cavity forms in these 


eggs as early and in the same way as in 
fertilized eggs, and blastulae begin to 
swim and rise to the surface as early as 
those developing from fertilized 
eggs. 


When the larvae, which rise to the sur- 
face, arc collected and kept in a watch 
glass it is difficult to distinguish tfiem 


The account closes with the statement, 


that Professor Loeb has exactly dupli- 
cated the natural process in creating 
life of the sea urchin. 
.'; 


So there have been some.'.remarkablo 


instances of hen's eggs being hatched out 
by some other feathered biped, There are 
records also where the incubator'of man 
'successfully hatches 
out these ' same 


hen's 
eggs. 
So .equally have ' there 


been statements made that man has 
successfully manufactured an'egg that 
tastes just like an egg, cooks like an egg 
does, and may. be used, in cooking the 
same as an egg. Still after all such an 
egg is not. an egg,-.-,for it. can not be 
hatched out. All of the art, the science 


;of man, can not create the: mysterious 
element of life that the professor may 
.be able to hatch out of the sea urchins 
eggs in which nature has previously im- 
planted the life elements. Now if Pro- 
fessor Loeb will p'roceed to create the 
egg itself from his own laboratory nnd 
then proceed to develop life by his pro- 
cess above described,; there may be some- 
thing doing. 


THE WHITE PLAQUE. - 


From the meeting" of the National As- 


sociation for the prevention and the cure 
of tuberculosis at Washington, a decided 
gain to the cause is to be expected. From' 
one account published it is learned that 
"in Pennsylvania the average cost of cur- 
ing a tuberculosis patient is $120. 
In 


New York the cost was estimated nt 
from o7 to $8 per week, while in Mary- 
land $9 per week was given as the cost 
of cure. In comparison with this it was 
stated that the value of the life saved 
together with the cost of attention and 
medicines in cases where no special treat- 
ment was secured, amount to a total of 
$2,000. The investment was said to re- 
turn a dividend of not five, but five thou- 
sand, per cent in favor- of the organized' 
effort as represented in the modern in- 
stitutions. As an instance, it- was stated 
that twelve per cent of the death benefits 
paid by one of the ''big three" life insur- 
ance companies was duo to tuberculosis;' 
that over one-half of such benefits were 
paid during the-first five yenrs of the life, 
-.of tho policies and thnt. of the one-hall 
bullion dollars'paid in death benefits by 
eleven of the large, companies yearly, six 
million dollars is paid on account of this 
disease." 


These institutions nrc being organized 


in a number of states and most efficient 
aid is being given by associations of phy- 
sicians, notably in Illinois. In several 
states tubercular sanitariums are being 
talked of and in our own state the mat- 
ter has been brought before.the legisla- 
tue, a bill passing the assembly appro- 
priating 400,000, the.'.objcct being to es- 
tablish a system of co.ttagcs arranged on 
the form of a park system, tins-open nir 
treatment being considered ae- an effec: 
tive part of the treatment. While as yet 
nothing has been accomplished looking 
towards the early 'inauguration of the 
plan yet public attention is b-iiing suffic- 
iently directed to justify the hopes that 
the state project may become law. 


PRIVILEGED LAW VIOLATORS. 
Under the recently developed system 


violators of city ordinances are enabled 
to ride rough shod over their fellow citi- 
zens by means of injunctions secured 
from judges in sympathy with them. It 
certainly is an anomaly for instance to 
see automobiles circling nround the Chi- 
cngo pnrk system, in the boulevards and 
in the parki, and their owners, speeding 
their devil wagons as desired, displaying 
no numbers and ignoring every park rule 
they desire to ignore. Other automo- 
biles nre necessitated to obey the rules 
laid down for the protection of life"and 
.-limb, and thus the spectacle is presented 
of a privileged class. 


It is not singular that socialism and 


anarchy spread. 
Not singular 
that 


even among citizens who well-understand 
the difference there should be growing 
up a feeling of despair. When injunc- 
tions can take the place of city ordin- 
ances and city charters providing two 
distinct classes and no way to banish 
the process through which this is done, 
except to wait until the judge protect- 
ing riotous wealth, h pleased to hear 
the case, it is time to take account of 
the stock so to speak. 
Injunctions arc 


assumed to be issued to preserve 
from 


grievous injury until a case can be heard, 
but in where was there any grievous in- 
jury to 
automobilists carrying 
their 


numbers nnd obeying the speed 
ordi- 


nances of the city until their case might 
be heard by some court, in fact the boot 
is on the other leg. 


The public is entitled to some meas- 


ure of protection from these -locomotives 
of the road and the insolent assumptions 
of some of the operative's' of these ve- 
hicles. The ordinances are ignored in 
all municipalities and it is time- the 
people are being accorded protection: 


the mercy of his competitors in the same 
profession. 


The newspapers who were the strong- 


est opponents of the original bill, be- 
cause it sought to drive .every form of

again, and in the meantime have lost his 
practice. The bill as. it now stands per- 
mits a doctor to'practice until the court 
says he has become unfit to practice. 


SESATE FIXES MEDICAL' BILL, 
One of the most bitterly contested of 


bills before tbe legislature, the so-called 
medical bill,, passed the senate yester- 
day, but only after the objectionable 
features had, been eliminated. As the 
bill passed the assembly the state med- 
ical board was constituted the prosecu- 
tor, judge and jury with power to-re- 
voke tbe licenses of physicians who camo 
under the ban of displeasure of the State 
Medical society and .violated .the ethics 
of .the profession by advertising, • 


The senate amendment puts the power 


of revocation.in the .hand* of the courty 
where it belongs, and designates that 
district attorney shall make the prose- 
cutions in case of the violatidn. of 
provisions of the k\v, which.are chiefly 
to prevent obscene advertisements. .No 
good citizen can object to the law ifa its 
present form, but it was ;cloiirly '»rong 
to put a man's license to earn a IhjSng at 


THE THREATENING DEFICIT. 
With the deficit at last accounts of-be- 


tween $3(5,000,000 and $37,000,000, there 
is no hopes of nny lessening of the am- 
ount by the end of the fiscal year. This 
deficit will probably not make any dis- 
covern-ble difference to most people, but. 
it is the opening wedge, and may con- 
tinue to- increase piling up more in the 
next fiscal year. Men like Secretary Xflft 
are sounding the warning notes, and un- 
less the next congress proceeds upon 
more careful lines, the deficit may grow 
to be something to be well dreaded, and 
tho precursor of financial methods and 
policies .objectionable. 


The appropriations will have to be cut 


down and that many millions can be rea- 
dily taken off is known to most national 
legislators, but the trouble will be that, 
instead of taking it oft from schemes, 
from all sorts of things, that can well be 
done without, from measures tending to 
than to offend the lobbyists, the corpora- 
tions that congress may take it off the 
navy and nrmy.' This may be done upon 
the idea that it will be easier this way 
than to ffen dthe'lobbyists,'the corpora- 
fionists. and favored interests with all 
sgrts of -plundering schemes upon the 
public treasury. Any public inspection 
of the details cf some of the appropria- 
tion bills or measures would readily con- 
vince people that millions can be saved 
reodily and deficits wiped out. 


THE BREAKING OF TIES. 
- 


The dissolution of the union between 


Norway nnd Sweden is not a serious af- 
fair and the Norwegians are to be con- 
gratulated on having conducted the di- 
vorce proceedings, in an orderly manner. 
The mere fact that the prince of the 
reigning house of Sweden has been asked 
to "tnke the throne of Norway indicates 
that thera is no bad blood between the 
two countries. 
Another report has it 


that Norway may change its form of 
government into a republic, and that Dr. 
Nansen, the Arctic explorer may be asked 
to take the presidency. There have al- 
ways existed between these two Scandi- 
navian peoples more or less jealousies 
and the veto by King Oscar of the meas- 
ure which provided a separate consular 
service for the Norwegians brought the 
discord to a point of dissolution. 


The Norwegiins were as proud of their 


nationality as the Swedes, the two lan- 
guages differ largely nnd the wonder 
has been that the union has lasted ns 
long ns it has. There are no more en- 
lightened, educated1 people in Europe 
thtin the Scandinavians and they nre 
well nble to settle their own differences 
nmicnbly without outside intervention. 


CITY SHOULD PURX1SH LIGHTS. 
The - resolution of Alderman Amberg 


looking to the establishment of a muni- 
cipal lighting plant should receive the 
best of consideration at the hands of the 
council. The city IB paying nn enormous 
sum every year for lighting its streets, 
and added to this the amount received 
from private consumers, the 
lighting 


monopoly in Racine is a handsome thing. 
The expense of installing a plant is not 
large, and for a matter of experiment 
the city might arrange with some of the 
factories where ample power is supplied 
to furnish power. This would not neces- 
sitate the investment of money in build- 
ings, boilers and engines, and the city 
could take its time in 
building 
the 


plant. The council should lose no time 
in making inquiries as to the cost of 
operating in cities of this aize where the 
lighting has been done by the city. There 
is no question but money can be saved. 
The city is now without competition in 
this field and the Milwaukee company 
can make and enforce its own prices. 


Private consumers would welcome com- 


petition and the city should be able to 
do a good business from the day of the 
installation of its own system. 


IN PHILADELPHIA. 


With such exhibitions of venality nnd 


open corruption (although meeting with 
defeat) as ifi plainly demonstrated in the 
voting by the Philadelphia council of the 
city's-valuable gas works to a local cor- 
poration on a seventy-five years' lease 
for a .wholly inadequate consideration 
nnd made as it was directly against the 
wishes of the.people, tho increasing sen- 
timemt for exclusive municipal, control 
and/operation of public utilities is readi- 
ly Accounted for. It is nonsense to any 
nl-iermen will vote for a purpose where 
millions are so plainly expressed, ns «. 
matter of conscience, when the universal 
indignation of the public is so entirely 
/unmistakable. The salve to the con- 
science must be large enough to make 
good any actual losses incurred by reason 
of public detestation, as well ns smooth 
ing down the-nervous system. Philadel- 
phia' for many years has been noted 
having corrupt politics and- it does not 
grow better with time. But for Mayor 
Weaver the scheme would have succeed- 
ed. . 
. 


adelphia in combatting the 
robbing 


scheme of the city'council in turning 
over the gas works of the cityto a cor- 
poration for a.-fraction..;of. their real 
worth. Here "is a man among men, and: 
who resisted'every blandishment,of great:,; 
corporations;: a.;' great political; machine; 
arid whojneYer for a mbrapnt set himsell 
up as against others. This .jnan in a 
more important office would be invalua-' 
.ble in pre'seryiri'g.th'e rights of the people 
and Philadelphia'can not give him too 
much honor. As a' United States senator 
Mayor Weaver would take a high place 
and in that'body would be a formidable 
foe of truculent corporations and.trusts. 
. If the country possessed more Mayor 
Weavers there would be far less plunder-' 
ing going on .and trenching upon 
the 


rights of the plain people. When the 
people do discover-they possess such men, 
they should hold onto theK. 


A decision lately rendered by a western, 


court holds theater tickets are revok- 
able at will, that is when sold may be 
forthwith revoked if presented by any 
'undesirable applicants. 
This 
decision 


wot brought about in a case where a 
colored man buying a ticket at the box 
office was denied entrance at the door, 
and this the court holds is perfectly 
legal, and was not rendered by a lo.cal 
court but by a state; circuit court ''of 
Oregon. This would seem to nullify one 
of the constitutional amendments which 
is in fact the case, as in other states 
decisions have been rendered sustaining 
the claims of colored citizens. In num- 
bers of-cases where persons 
of color 


have been denied service at restaurants 
decisions upheld the contention they can 
not be so denied.

is entitled to enter the United State: 
regardless of his possible undeslrablll- 


rule"the alleged citizen speaks
